31st, 1856, to State account, in the report made to your Bum 
cellency for the fiscal year ending that date, with the presai 
statement, in bringing balance of cash on hand forward, iim 
will be observed that there is a difference of $78 02 less in thi 
present than in the previous statement. This arises froms] 
error in deposits made to State aecount, during the fiscal yag 
1856, that belonged to Special Deposites account, and i 
making the proper transfer thereof. i 

Tt will be noticed by reference to the account of State funi, 
that the balance exhibited for disbursement consists almal 
entirely of U. S. bonds, Up to the 31st ult., the disbur Me 
ments upon appropriations on State account, exceeded [ 
. about $20,000 00 the specie fund to the credit of that a

count, which amount was borrowed from the specie account o 
School Fund, and does hot appear in the disbursements for 
the past year. The Treasury warrants thus paid ave held to 
the credit of the School Fund, to be refunded out of the first 
specie received on account of sale of U. S. bonds belonging to 
State account. The business of this office is now being con- 
ducted entirely upon funds belonging to School account, or 
Special Deposit account, and must continue so until a sale of 
U. S. bonds takes place, or else an entire suspension of pay- 
ments upon appropriations for State expenses must be the 
result.
